More Building 

The report issued-at Chicago by the Nation- 
al Association of Building Trades Employers 
disclosed, among other things, that a half-bil- 
lion dollars more was spent in building through- 
cut the nation during the first half of 1939 
than during the corresponding period last year. 
The estimate, believed to be a conservative one, 
marks a definite upturn from the 1937-38 lull. 

The total estimated value of building in 44 
States during the first six months of 1939, ac- 
cording to the association’s statistician, Robert 
D. Steel, was $1,858,298,628. This compares 
with the total of $1,315,062,077 in the first half 
of 1938. In 41 key cities this year’s total was 
$386,055,866, compared with the 1938 total of 
$344,485.800. A sharp increase in the number 
of building permits was also noted in the key 
cities, from 112,168 to 125,397. 

As for home-byilding, the report stated 
there were 24,728 homes started or constructed 
during the first half of the year, as against 
15,698 in the same period last year. The dollar 
value this year was $126,904,397, an increase of 
approximfately $51,000,000 over 1938. In this 
connection the report points out that home 
building figures from New York and Philadel- 
phia are lacking, thus the compilation in this 
respect is incomplete and doubtless would show 
a greater increase. 

Interesting background figures reveal that 
the industry did $80,000,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness from 1925 to 1930 and, in the 10 years fol- 
lowing, the total has dropped to about $40,000.- 
000,000. There was an increase in 1937, and a 
slump in 1938. But the signs of an upward 
movement now promise to contribute much to 
making up the lost time. It is cheerful news 
in a world apt to be too doleful. 


Age of Color

the ages but never before has man permitted 
his imagination to run riot in pastels. 

From the drab in every facet of human life, 
man has just begun to make full use of the 
values inherent in the galaxy of color.

HEROES OF SESSION WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—As founder 


of the triumphant conservative coali- 
tion, Vice President John N. Garner is the undoubted hero of the 
congressional session. Second honors, however, certainly go to the 
rumpled, busy, chunky little man with a New England twang in his 
voice, who has miraculously transformed the house Republicans 
from a leaderless herd into a compact, fighting team. 

Joseph W. Martin Jr. is a shrewd, efficieent, organization poli- 
tician, cheerfully devoid of any high-minded flummery. He started 
his political career as one of the selectmen of North Attleboro, Mass. 
And he now manages the house Republicans rather as though they 
were a slightly skittish, abnormally prolonged town meeting in 
North Attleboro. 

Being a New England selectman is a peculiar job. Mrs. Jones, 
out on Cow Pasture lane, telephones angrily to say that the lane 
has been impassable for a week, and the selectman must soothe 
her while explaining that the West road also has been bad, and 
that she shall have the scraper as soon as the West road work is 
done. Or the second grade teacher is thought to be a little fancy in 
her ways, or the town tax gatherer starts grinding down unduly on 
Henry Jenkins, who got the better of him in that trade of the old 
red bull for a second-hand plow. The selectman must deal with 
all these problems, and meanwhile be sure that when town meeting 
rolls around he will always rally enough of his friends to beat the 
folks over the river who want the town to go in debt for a new 
bridge. 


ORGANIZING A MINORITY By the same laborious system, 
Martin keeps his house Repub- 


licans together. He is invariably accessible to them for their per- 
sonal troubles and he keeps every group happy, while cajoling them 
all to beat the Democrats, the folks over the river in a new in- 
carnation. 

His first principle, which is to avoid inflaming the Democrats 
by partisan Republican oratory, was borrowed from his opposite 
number in the senate, smart, cynical Charles L. McNary, of Oregon. 
Martin has applied it so well that even the Republican crackpots, 


whose strange wailing and bellowing used to be heard in the house 


almost every afternoon, have now been silenced. 

In addition, Martin has been a successful innovator, appointing 
half a dozen special committees of his followers to study specific 
issues, find the New Deal’s weak spots, and inform their colleagues, 
With the commmittees’ help, he has generally picked the right mo- 
ments to make a fight, and through Republican conferences at which 
the committee chairmen pass on their knowledge, he has even some- 
times managed to have most of the Republican congressmen know 
what they were voting about. In the house, this alone is a triumph, 
but Martin’s real secret is his whip organization. 

Under Representative Harry L. Englebright, of California, the 
whip organization has been made a model of efficiency. The Re- 
publican members have been divided into squads by sections of the 
country, and under each squad leader there are deputy leaders, one 
or more to each state delegation, so that the entire Repubiican mem- 
bership can be corraled at a moment’s notice. Martin has pere 
suaded the vast majority of them to stay on the house floor day in, 
day-out, and, although he and his allies number only 167 to the 260 
of their enemies, there are many times when more Republicans than 
Democrats are present and voting. Such efficiency has not been 
seen since the days when Nicholas Longworth was speaker of the 


house.

Martin has come pretty far. His father

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““Soft-Speaker’”’ of Air 


A “soft-speaker’ airplane motor muffler has 
been described to the French Association for 


the Advancement of Science. The new silencer 


was described by Jean Bosquet, an engineer for 
a motor works, who declared the new gadget is 
“just the opposite of a radio loud-speaker.” Its 
effect, said Bosquet, is to tone down ear-split- 
ting acoustic power. This is done, its proponent 
claims, by reducing the frequency of sounds 
blasted out by the motor cylinders. 


As described, however, the silencer would 
still leave the noise of the propeller. So far 
engineers have been unable to eliminate this 
noise. The “soft-speaker,” continued Bosquet, 
is built much like an inverted loud-speaker, 
with the big end of the cone attached to the 
motor exhaust. 

It is fairly certain this silencer will have a 
marked effect dn the construction of commer- 
cial passenger planes, by eliminating much of 
the extra material now used to soundproof 
cabins for passenger comfort. But with the 
world filled with talk of armament and pos- 
sible war to come, it is also within the realm 
of probability this invention will be applied to 
war planes in some manner.

American Gifts 

Little known but important facts about the 
Americas, recently brought out by Dr. Elmer 
Drew Merrill, botanist of Harvard University, 
should kindle pride in the hearts of dwellers 
on the western hemisphere. 

The world, Dr. Merrill told the Pacific Sci- 
ence congress, is indebted to the Americas not 
only for corn, but also for many other useful 
plants and a few domesticated animals. 

Dr. Merrill credited Mexico with originating 
the turkey. The alpaca, the llama, the muscovy 
duck and the guinea pig originated in South 
America. Other important contributions from 
the Americas, the doctor stated, include the 
bean family, the tomato, pepper, sunflower, 
squash, pumpkin, peanut, avocado and pine- 
apple. All over the world, Dr. Merrill con- 
tinued, the centers in which both culture and 
agriculture originated were restricted to limited 
areas of relatively small temperature variation 
and light rainfall. For example, the highlands 
of Mexico, Bolivia and Peru; Asia Minor; parts 
of central Asia and northern India: Central 
and Southern China. All basic cultivated food 
plants and domesticated animals came from 
those areas, said the noted botanist. 

The cultured plants and domesticated ani- 
mals were disseminated throughout the world 
by expanding and colonizing nations ¢f Eu- 
rope. Variety is not only the spice of life, but 
is also a product of imperialism.

FOREIGN GOODS MUST BE LABELED. 
(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

Since ignorance of the law excuses no one, it 
would be well for all dealers in imported articles 
to note the penalty for removing from goods the 
name of the country of origin. The constitution- 
ality of the statute making this practice an of- 
fense has just been upheld by the federal circuit 
court of appeals in New York. 

For removing the label, “made in Germany,” 
from electric gencrators, an importer was fined 
$1,500. Counsel’s plea that the law was uncon- 
stitutional because it sought to affect articles not 
involved in interstate commerce did not impress 
the court. 

People have a right to know whether they are 
buying foreign or domestic articles, regardless 
of the various boycott movements that have been 
instituted in this country. The Japanese have 
been accused of some particularly underhanded 
tactics in getting their goods into our markets, 
such as marking them “made in Usa,” a town 
in their own country. :
